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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The examiner acknowledges the applicant's submission of the amendment dated 
5/22/2007. At this point, claims 1,8. 15-28 have been canceled, claims 2-7, and 9-14 
have been amended. Thus claims 2-7, and 9-14 are pending in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-7, and 9-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 7 & 14, the prior art alone or in combination does not 
teach the limitation of a metal-insulator-metal capacitor structure comprising a lower 
conductor layer includes a least one lower capacitor plate and at least one wiring 
pattern, wherein spacing between wires in the wiring pattern is approximately one-third 
the height of an upper capacitor plate above the bottom of the lower capacitor plate.
